is no worse.” Commercially, the aspect 
of affairs has been unusually disas- 
trous. Money has been freely and un- 
happily lost, and the fature of the mer 
cantile world does not seein likely to 
improve, for some months. It is no 
use, however, to embitter the last 
momeuts of the year with dismal augu- 
ries, or to repeat truths that are 
beaten into everybody's recollection by

the blows of the hardest of hammers. 





On glancing superficially over ‘ine stato 
of Enrope, we see several momentous 
changes. The attitude of hostility 
assumed by the Emperor of Germany 
to the Catholic Power is becoming more 
and more decided and offensive. The 
latest telegrams, however, speak of his 
serious illness, and this visitation will 
not be without its significance in the 
eyes ofthe devout. In France we have 
seen nothing that need occasion sur- 
prise. That MacMahon should succeed 
Thiers was probable, and that the Count 
de Chambord should shew himself true 
to the traditions of the House of Bour- 
bon need not excite astonishment, 
Never did mortal man take such pains 
to avoid a Throne as Henry V. has 
done. ‘This action will assume a different 
aspect to different people, and what one 
class call a high sense of honour another 
will characterize as pigheaded obstinacy. 

The British ministry has discredited 
itself slowly and surely, and the election 
losses indicate that a very marked 


“| change impends over the heads of the 


Liberals, but the leaders of the Oppo- 
sition have not covered themselves with 
glory. Lord Salisbury’s speech about 
“heroie legislation,” and Mr. Disraeli’s 
unlucky letter repeating an old joke in 
Coningsby, “ plundering and blundering,” 
lost the tories a seat in Bath and did 
little good to their cause. It seems 
probable that we shall have a series of 
weak cabinets, and therefore a continual 
state of irritation in the social and poli- 
tical world of England. This, however, 
is after alla small matter in a resume 
of the world’s doings. The progress of 
the human race is happily very little 
affected by the ins and outs at “St. 
Stephen’s. We are certain that in the 
coming year the wants of the great mass 
of the People will receive due considera- 
tion, as the tendency of the age is to take 
great questions out of the hands of 
parties and to consider them in a broad 
and popular light. 

In the United States we havé to note 
great and grievous financial troubles. 
But there are not wanting indications 
of an-earnest wish to grapple with 
difficulties, and to rectify those faults in~ 
the jurisprudence of the country 
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which most earnestly demand ameliora- 
tion. 

In China we have at last attained to 
that long desired goal, the settlement 
of the “Audience Question.” This 
subject has been so fully and so amply 
discussed that we need only give it a 
passing notice. In the Retrospect 
which will be produced in the Herald, 

. the various incidents that have dis- 
tinguished the year will be duly noted 
and comments supplied upon them. 
China Politics are not subjects that we 
feel inclined to touch on in the midst of 
the New Year's Holidays. 

The Obituary, which according to 
custom we notice at this time, contains 
many well known and illustrious names. 
Mr. J..S. Mill has died at Avignon, 
and his autobiography has been pub- 
lished. He did not survive the attack 
on his philosophy which Mr. Fitz James 
Stephen had made. The most popular 
painter of our day and generation, Sir 
Edwin Landseer, sleeps in St. Paul’s, 
with Sir Joshua Reynolds, Turner and 
“a goodly fellowship of Death.” King 
John of Saxony and Sir Henry Hol- 
land, who might, had his life’s span been 
extended, have visited China, are also 
gone. Bovill bas passed from us, aud 
greatest of all, the veteran Agassiz has 
his name placed “in the sorrowful 
record. The loss to science and to the 


important literary and philosophic 
school at Boston, which the death of the 
great astronomer gives, cannot be easily 
estimated.

‘Thirty thousand Carlists have surrounded 
General Moriones and compelled him to 
embark his army at San Sebastian, 

‘Cho illness of the Eniperor of Germany 
is causing increased anxiety. 








We publish elsewhere the official re- 
cord of proceedings at the meeting of 
Electors on the French Concession, held 
Jast Monday, These are however some- 
what brief ; and we have, while translating 
some portions, greatly enlarged the 
English yersion from our notes and from 
other sources. 

‘The. recent discussions regari 
Bund frontage have led to the resignation 
of five members of the French Municipal 
Council—so that a previous vacancy, and 
the absence of Dr. Galle in Kurops, leave 








‘Mr. Wheelock at present the sole represent- 
ative of that body. A. notification by the 
Consul-General announces an election, to 
fill the vacancies, on the 5th proximo, 

A number of interesting matters was 
as usual brought before the meeting of 
‘Treaty Consuls held on the 23rd_ instant. 
The subject of the Woosung Bar was 
again raised, and it was resolved to keep 
the Provincial Authorities posted in all 
information on the subject—A general 
inability to take action in regard to 
the encroachment on the river off the 
French Bund, was again demonstrated.— 
‘The Taotai agrees to forbid the discharge 
of ballast into the stream from junks, 
which is so much gained.—The project for 
a Life-boat Institution to which’ we 
have before referred, was brought up ; 
and various minor points were discussed. 
Correspondence giving further details 
will be found elsewhere. 

‘The result of the voting for Chief and 
District Engineers, by the-Fire Company 
Delegates, is as follows :—For Chief Engi- 
neer— Robert MacKenzie, 27, or the full 
number of votes ; for No. 1 District—C. 
J. Ashley, 27; No. 2 District—B. A. 
Clarke, 21, C. M. Donaldson, 6; No. 3 
District—A. Charrier, 15, H. Fitz Henry 
12, The appointments have of course to 
be confirmed by the Municipal Council. 

‘The usual Paper Hunt was not held on 
Saturday afternoon, in consequence of the 
wet weather. One is advertised for to- 
morrow, but with scarcely better promise. 

The case to which we referred last 
week—in which a Play-actor was brought 
before the Mixed Court on « somewhat 
complicated charge of improper matri- 
mony—has, we are told, been “decided 
by the Che-hsien as follows, The Actor has 
been sentenced to—and has received—100 
blows on the ankle, and is to be sent to his 
native province of Chihli; while the girl 
has received 100 blows on the face for 
maintaining pluckily in Court that she 
liked her husband, aud meant to stick to 
him. We hear that while he was in jail 
also the man was subjected to horrible 
torture—strung up a whole night by the 
thumbs: and placed in a wooden collar 
which presses on the apple of the throat. 
‘Tho Chinese condemn the torture inflicted 
on the man as cruel, and it is said oven the 
‘Taotai has declared his sentence excessive. 
All concerned were Cantonese, except the 
Actor. 

‘The collection at. ‘Trinity Church on 
Christmasday, in aid of Church Missionary 
work in North China, amounted to $655. 

The U.S. str. Palos was towed into the 
harbour, on Tuesday evening, in a disabled 
condition, and is at present anchored off 
the Naval Yard. 

The O. 8. S. N. Co.’s steamer Deucalion 
arrived from Hongkong early on Sunday 
morning, having left on Wednesday last at 
4p.m, The M.M. steamer Tigre, with the 
French mail, which left Hongkong at 2 
p.m, on the same day and had remarkably 
fine weather.up the coast, passed Gutzlaff 
about 4 paw. on Saturday, but was soon 
after obliged to anchor for the night, and 
only reached Woosung abotit 10 a.m. on 
Sunday. Here, the inevitable bar re- 
quired that she should be brought to an 
anchor, and mails passengers ang baggage 


























ere tediously transhipped to a tugboat, 
and landed at Shanghai at 1 p.m. 

Native thieves have been giving a new 
direction to their energies of late, having 
paid special attention to mail matter. 
Several robberies of this kind took place 
a short time ago, and within the last 
week the Soochow regular mail has been 
plundered twice. The Chinese are in the 
habit of sending small specie remittances 
through the Post Office, and a mail bag no 
doubt affords a good many crumbs. ‘The 
inconvenience to native merchants must be 
very great, and we hear that the adver- 
tising columus of the Shun-pau have been, 
in consequence, quite filled with notices of 
bills lost and cancelled. We should ima- 
gine that it would be a subject important 
enough to stir up the numerous native 
gunboats which line the Canal between 
this and Soochow. 

We are glad to note that the prospectus 
of a Lifeboat Institution for China--to 
which we referred some days ago as being 
in circulation among the local authorities 
—has been translated into Chinese, as a 
step towards interesting the Natives also in 
the project. 

We have been favoured. by Captain 
Nelson, of the ship Alhambra, with files 
of the Daily and Weekly British Colonist, 
published at Victoria, British Columbia, 
and the Weekly Standard, published at 
Victoria, Vancouver's Island. 

We understand that the plant necessary 
for printing the Evening Gazette, the pub- 
ication of which has been suspended since 
the burning of the Ching Foong Printing 
Office, in September lust, has arrived by 
the 9s. Atalanta, and that the paper is to 
reappear shortly after the New Year. 

Our Newenwanc corréspondent writes ; 
— The river is full of ice and the weather 
beginning to get cold. Skating commenced 
some days ago. ‘The thermometer last 
night (Fabr.) shewed 9} degrees,—St, 
Andrew's day was celebrated at Capt. Man's 
hospitable mansion on the 20th; and, 
although the speeches were not so lengthy 
as those I have seen sometimes reported in 
the W.-C. Herald, the pith and beauty 
of the sentiments expressed were quite 
equal to any that a good dinner can pro: 
duce, The haggis was delicious, and did 
not interfere with the enjoyment of the 
following morning’s skating, but rather 
increased the desire to be more than usually 
ornamental in the figures produced. ‘The 
Aomé skate, which has been imported here 
for the first time, well deserves its name, 
Et is the very perfection of an instrument, 
and is fixed to the boot ina few seconds, 
There is no wood to it nor any straps to 
cramp the feet. One can put them on and 
take them off without any trouble.” 

From Prine we hear that the Viceroy 
of Kansuh has gained a great victory over 
the Mahomedans in that province ; retak- 
ing the city of Suchow, which has beon in 
their hands for the last ten years. 

Our Nrsoro correspondent describes 
robberies and donkey-racing as the chief 
items of news at that port. 

At Foocnow also, the community seem 
intent on a race meeting which was to be 
held on the 19th,

‘THE TRADE OF KIUKIANG. 
‘Tux letter from our Kiukiang corres- 


_pondent which we published on the 18th 


inst. shows a decided improvement in 
the import trade at that port, going 
hand in hand with an extension of in- 
land traffic. A much larger quantity 
of foreign manufactures was imported, 
and much larger quantity was sent 
inland under transit pass, than during 
the ‘corresponding period of 1872. 
A gradual recovery of the province 
from the harm done during the Taeping 
rebellion is no doubt one cause of this 
improvement. But the effect of this 
would have been slight without the 
aid of the Transit Pass system, which 
the Kiangsi authorities, about two 
years ago, came at length tardily 
to recognise. Before this, a great 
proportion of the goods which did 
find their way inland were sent 
by land, to escape the barrier 
taxes imposed at the water inlets from 
the Poyang Lake. The bales of piece 
goods were repacked in smaller parcels, 
to suit the capacity of thie wheelbarrows 
on which they were chiefly carried ; 
and any one who has traversed the 
roads in the neighborhood of Kiukiang 
can imagine that it would need a 
keen desire for piece goods on 
the part of the population, to at- 
tract any considerable quantity in- 
Jand by such a difficult means of 
transport, The case was far worse 
even than that of the traffic between 
Shanghai and Hangchow, which used to 
be carried on by way of Ningpo, in 
order to escape the taxes levied on the 
direct canal route by way of Kiahing. 
Eventually, however, at the close of 
1871, Tseng-kwo-fan enforced recog 
nition of the Transit Pass provision ; 
and since then » gradual increase in 
the import trade and in the inland 
traffic of the port, has been going on, 
A direct comparison of the imports of 
Cotton goods during the quarter last 
ended with thesthird quarter of 1871, 
hardly shows this improvement, because 
the import in that year was notoriously 
excessive, and was rectified by a decrease 
in the following year; but the figures 
given in the Customs Gazette under the 
head of Internal Transit, speak for 
themselves. The quantity of Grey 
Shirtings sent inland under tranait 
pass has increased from 2,500 pieces 
in the 3rd quarter of 1871 to 16,950 
pieces in 1872, and 27,000 in 1873; 
and of -Cloths from 1,000 to 8,420 and 
16,960 pieces. Andwhileonly 300 pieces 
of Woollens were sent inland in the 
same period of 1871, 6,876 pieces were 
sent in 1872, and 9,382 pieces in 1873. 
It wouldhaveseemed that these figures 
must convince even Chinese Mandarins 
that Free Trade is the true policy ; but 
there are wheels within wheels and 
mandarinates within mandarinates. 
The Chief Officials are influenced not 
only by theories of political economy, 
but by consideration for the mass of 





dependents and petty underlings who 
squeeze an existence out of these 
barriers. And for the credit of their 
good sense we would fain believe that 
some such motive influenced the Chief 
Authorities of Kiangsi in refusing to 
Straits produce the privilege accorded 
to European manufactures. We have 
explained in former articles how this 
restriction is worked, and need not go 
again over the old ground. The result 
is apparent in a total absence of inland 
traffic in Tin and Lead, during the 
Quarter under review, and a falling off 
in many other kinds of goods. -As we 
explained at the time, one object of 
‘Mr. Mayers’ late visit to Nanchang, 
was to persuade the Futai to overrule 
this distinction. His Excellency we 
believe conceded the principle; and 
the proclamation which we published 
last week is the result of the 
conference. It remains to be seen 
what effect this will have in prac- 
tice; but we confess in the mean- 
time to sharing our correspondent’s 
doubts as to its efficacy. So far as 
foreign-owned goods are concerned, it 
wouldno doubt be efficacious; but what 
is desired is to extend the principle 
already recognised in the case of Eu- 
ropean mqnufactures—that foreign im- 
ports are entitled to pass free on pay- 
ment of 24 per cent transit duty, 
irrespective of ownership. This prin- 
ciple was distinctly laid down by 
Tséng Kwo-fan, in an order dated 
November 1868, which was printed 
in the N.-C. Herald of the 18th 
Angust 1871. It. bas been hitherto 
evaded in Kiangsi so fat as regards 
Straits produce, seaweed and sundry 
other merchandise; and we doubt 
very much whether the present pro- 
clamation will be effectual in clear- 
ing the road for the tabooed articles. 
Chinese merchants know too well the 
habits of their officials, not to fear that 
the remedy might prove worse than the 
disease. Trumping up a false charge 
at a barrier, would be easy ; and goods 
taken to Nanchang for weighing, under 
this charge, could be squeezed indefi- 
nitely when sodeeply inthe net. A great 
deal, of course, depends on intention. 
If the Fatai has been really converted, 
the Barrier officials will be pliable; if 
he wos persuaded by Mr. Mayers’ 
against his will, and retains his former 
conviction, the proclamation will be 
worth nothing. We- confess that the 
delay in posting the notice, to which our 
correspondent lately called attention, 
does not allay our apprehension that 
the matter may still not be quite 
settled. Would not a reference to the 
Kiukiang Customs Office, instead of to 
the Provincial Capital, inspire more 
confidence? 





A ROMANCE OF REAL LIFE. 
Tas Shanghai Hsien has lately ad- 
judged a case illustrating some peculiar 
Chinese customs—so peculiar in fact, 
and so essentially Chinese, that home 
readers will be strengthened in the 





prevalent conviction that everything 
Celestial is in contradiction to every- 
thing European, The caso is matri- 
monial in its inception and in its end. 


ing, and social in the intermediate 
stages. First, we have plurality of 
wives. A Cantonese having business 


relations at other ports, rejoices in a 
domestic establishment both at Shang- 
hai and Canton. His wife in Shanghai 
has a foster-daughter, who ia the 
heroine in the tale before. us. The 
hero is a play-actor named Yang 
Yeh-lin—clever, good looking and 
fast; high in professional reputation, and 
scarcely less remarkable for a hand- 
some person. To seo Yang seems to 
have been, for the ladies who went to 
his theatre, to love him; and scandal 
says his bonnes fortunes were numerous. 
The young lady in question did not 
escapo his fascination; she saw him, 
and fell lovesick and lorn, refused 
food, moped, and acted in short very 
much as novelists tell us young ladies 
usually do in such cases. This at 
least is the Yang oxplanation of the 
complication that ensued. Another 
tale is that the mother herself was 
smitten by the handsome actor, and, 
in furthering the marriage which was 
eventually brought about, was 
acting from other than purely mater. 
nal sentiment; the danghter’s youth 
was to compensate for the mother’s 
defects. We incline. however to treat 
this as pure scandal, and to believe 
the simpler narrative. But bowever 
this may be, it is cortain that, during 
the father’s absence at Foochow, nego- 
ciations were opened, all formalities 
gone through, the marriage con- 
eluded, and mother and daughter 
removed to the residence of Yang- 
yeb-lin. Foreigners would think that, 
in the absence of the father, no in- 
terference in such a purely domestic 
arrangement could: be possible, But 
this is China; and it seems that sundry 
Cantonese friends of the absentee took 
upon themselyes—and were admitted 
by the Shanghai Hsion to have a right 
—to oppose the transaction, Their 
hostility was directed against Yang, 
who was arrested—apparently on a 
charge of abduction—together with 
his bride, the latter apparently rather 
as a witness than a culprit in the 
matter. And wo invite atention to the 
Magistrate's decision, as illustrating 
both peculiarity of Chinese custom and 
the high degree of civilisation which we 
are so often called on to admire. 
Knowing nothing of Chinese law, we 
can, of course, hardly question its 
legality ; we can only remark on the 
points which oppose themselves to 
foreign ideas of right, and seem 
consistent rather with the savagery of 
a Red Indian then with judicial 
procedure. 

The whole case is, as we said before, 
illustrative of Chinese life and manners; 
and it is essential to explain at the 
outset, that the profession of a play- 
actor is in itself degraded. Play-actors 
and barbers rejoice in the enviable dis- 
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tinction of being disqualified for the 
Mandarinate. Their profession is so 
low that they may not seek to.share in 
the squeezes, bribes, peacock’s feathers 
and peculation attainable in theory 
by every other Chinese subject who 
can write elegant nonsense on the basis 
of classical twaddle. And here” we 
have the leading motive for the opposi- 
tion offered by Cantonese Society to a 
marriage where the three parties inter- 
ested appear satisfied with the ar- 
“rangement and with each other. From 
our point of view, the only man who 
could interfere was the father of the 
bride; and he knew nothing of the event. 
But Chinese custom and the Shanghai 
Hsien ruled otherwise, ‘I'he case was 
heard; the magistrate descanted vir- 
tnonsly on the ‘iniquity of Yang in 
accepting a wife who was offered 
to him; shuddered in holy horror at 
the declaration of the bride that she 
liked her husband and would stay with 
him; and said apparently nothing 
about the foster-mother, who seems 
the only real culprit—if culprit there 
be—in the transaction, Tho bride 
was adjudged to receive 100 blows on 
the face for daring to say in Court that 
she liked her husband; and to the 
husband was adjudged the horrible 
torture of 100 blows on the ankle bone, 
for daring to marry a wife willing to 
have him and offered to him by her 
only legal guardian present in Shang. 
hai. It is even said that, during his 
imprisonment before trial, Yang was 
strung up by the thumbs for a whole 
night with arms bent behind him—till 
‘his shoulders were so wrenched that he 
is for ever incapacitated for his pro- 
fession ; and that he was only relieved 
on payment of Tis. 600 from the tor- 
ture of a wooden collar which presses 
on the: apple of the throat with 
every movement of the body.—All 
because he, an actor, dared to outrage 
immaculate Cantonese Society by mar- 
rying a girl who was above him. 

‘The marriage may or may not have 
been an eligible one. But what natural 
right the Canton guild had to inter- 
fere; what natural blame is due to 
a wife who says she likes her husband, 
and what natural right a magistrate 
has to torture and maim for life a man 
who marries a girl willing to have him 
—we fail to comprehend. We had, 
some months ago, to call attention to 
another case of brutal torture by 
the present. occapant-of the post of 
Chehsien at Shanghai. In the W.-C. 
Herald of the 20th March last, will be 





found a description of treatment inflict. 


ed by him on the master of an opium- 
house, for. some inadequate offence ; 
and we can only repeat what we said 
then—that Foreigners yegard such 
punishments with horror, and the ma- 
gistrate” who can. inflict them with 
contempt and aversion, Chinese Off- 
cials think they are civilised, and 
affect to despise us as barbarians; we 
Jook down on them, in such cases, as 
practising barbarities that have passed 
“With us into a matter of history—bar- 


barities that modern civilisation con- 
demns, whilé looking back’ with pity 
at the dark ages in which they were 
possible. We set aside the scandal 
which imputes unworthy motives to the 
Chebsien (also a Cantonese) for enter- 
ing so warmly into the wishes of 
Canton Society, and are willing to 
give him credit for thinking he has 
vindicated Social propriety. We can- 
not even vouch for the accuracy 
of every detail in the narrative we 
have sketched; but the main facts 
are clear—tho marriage, apparently 
with the mother’s consent and the 
daughter's wish—and the bratal punish- 
ment inflicted. This is what we have 
mainly to do with; and foreigners will 
think that, by his sentence, the Hsien 
has given another proof that the Chinese 
—mandarins at least—hardly deserve 
credit for semi-civilisation. 





REGISTRATION FEE. 
Ox a former occasion, speaking of the 
Commission appointed for the pur- 
pose of investigating the position and 
management of the Consular Service, 
we noticed the stand made by our pre- 
sent Consul, Mr. Medhurst, against the 
unpopular, and, at least, questionabiy 
legal tax denominated the Registration 
Fee, Judging from the interval of 
exemption which we enjoyed last year, it 
seemed natural to suppose that this mis- 
erable device, which could not fail to 
create unpleasantness between the For- 
eign Office and the British residents in 
China, had been quietly allowed to sink 
into oblivion ; and that its utter use- 
lessness, compared with its offensive 
nature, had at last been discovered at 
head-quarters. In this hope, however, 
we find ourselves disappointed ; the 
Foreign Office, to all appearances, is 
determined to keep open an old un- 
pleasantness, and the Consul is made 
the medium of endeavouring to per- 
suade the British subjects under his 
care, that in keeping aloof from an 
ordinance known to be useless, and 
more than believed to be illegal, they 
are really the injuring party. Now, 
it will be well to state plainly, once and 
for all, that this objection to pay the 
Registration Fee does not proceed from 
any deep-seated aversion to muet the 
legitimate calls of the British Gorern- 
anent on the resident community ; but a 
tax levied illegally, and in a place where 
machinery exists for reducing Imperial 
expenditure by perfectly legitimate 
measures, cannot but excite suspicion ; 
and it is this suspicion which really lies 
at the bottom of the opposition. Why 
should the British’ Government set 
itself to judge betwoen its subjects as 
to who is to pay five dollars, or from 
whom it is contented totake one? We 
confess ourselves utterly unable to dis- 
cover iti what function, or by what law 
or precedent, a paternal government is 
to step in.and constitute itself judge of 
our ‘social position. It is only another 








instance. of official meddling: and 








meddling and muddling differ but in a 
slight degree from one another. In 
fact it is but’a development of the 
idea that those dependencies which 
have not the power to direct their own 
policy shall be continually threatened 
and bullied by the Home Secretaries; 
but that those who have attained to the 
rank of large or troublesome communi: 
ties shall bave,in turn, the right of bully- 
ing passed over to them.- The British 
communities in China owe a great deal 
to the British Government, and are 
quite willing to make the acknowledge- 
ment. At the same time Great Britain 
herself owes a good deal to the energy 
of the China communities, and we 
would like to see the acknowledgement 
made with equal grace. We certainly 
are children of too large a growth to 
willingly submit to be placed in leading 
strings, and as the advantages of our 
relative positions are mutual, we dis- 
like to be lectured on the sentimental 
duties we are supposed to owe to Her 
Majesty's Secretary of State for Foreign 
Affairs. Altogether beyond the senti- 
mental view is the legal one, and here 
we cannot but ask how even the inge- 
nuity of a law officer could twist the 
permission to make regulations for the 
governance of British subjects into an 
authority to levy a discriminating tax ? 
In fact the matter raisos the whole 
question of the the status of the Order 
in Councilitself. Orders in Council, we 
opine, are to be classed with other 
documents issuing directly from tho 
Crown, that is to say, they are effective 
so far as they are legal, but. they can 
in no case take the place ‘of law or 
become its substitute. What is known 
asa Royal Proclamation stands on the 
same footing. The Crown undertakes 
the responsibility of issuing these under 
certain exceptional conditious, and so far 
as its conduct in respect trereof is 
consonant with law, its actions are per- 
fectly legal. No judge, however, could 
bo bound to look upon the Proclamation 
as the law itself. Oa the contrary he 
has, as it were, to judge of its legality 
in every case, and®should it be 
found wanting in this important 
element it must be declared in. 
effective. Now the Order in Council 
is‘a similar case. So far as it enables 
the Crown to make regulations for the 
due governance of its subjects, and so 
far as it legally applies these rules, so 
far is it legally and morally binding, 
It is not, however, to be left to the 
caprice of Her Majesty's legal advisors 
for the time being to make definite 
laws for the restraint of her subjects, 
New crimes cannot be constituted by a 
stroke of the pen of a Secretary of 
State of which the law of England has 
no cognisance; and it is because the 
laws of England lend uo sanction to 
any such attempt as irresponsible taxa 
tion that we call in question the clauses 
in the Order in Council relating there- 
to. It is interesting, however, as 
showing the tenacity with which the 
official mind clings to ideas of the 
sort, to recall that in the very first 
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Order in Council for the regulation of 
British subjects in China issued on the 
9th of December 1838, a very similar 
blunder to thé present was made, the 
Order authorising the levy of a tonnage 
due of five shillings per ton on all 
British ships clearing at a port in 
China, and an ad valorem duty on the 
cargo of such ships not exceeding ten 
shillings per cent. It is needless to 
say the Ordinance was never put in 
execution, We would wish to have it 
to say that the present advisers of the 
Crown were equally wise.

‘TreNTsIN, 

The Peking Gazette of December 15, 
contains Invperial decrees which confirm 
the report that has been lately current of 
wuecess obtained by the troops under 
Tso ‘Tsung-tang,. over the Mohammedan 
insurgents in Kansuh ; and it turns out 
that the achievement is no less than the 
capture of the city of Suh-chow, in the 
extreme N. W. of Kansuh, which has for 
ten years past been in the ands of insur- 
enis, It is the last remaining strongheld 
‘therto occupied by the Mohammedans 
“within the Wall,” and its recovery there- 
fore is deservedly a matter of high im- 
ortance to the Imperial Government. 
Teo Tmung:tang’s memorial relates that he 
arrived in person before Suh-chow during 
the month. of October last, and took the 
me direction of affairs, Repeated 
assaults were delivered at intervals during 
the early part of the month, and at length 
on the 24th a lodgment was effected, after 
some hard fighting, upon the city wall. 
On the 4th Novembor tho insurgent leader 
Ma-szo gave himself up. A few 


days later he and other of the leading in- 
surgents were put to death, after being 
solemnly reminded of their crimes by T'so 
in person ; and at the same time various 
bands of prisoners were indiscriminately 
slaughtered, The troops, to quote from 
the Imperial decree, “thereupon entered 
tho city, and massacred the Mussulman in- 
habitants down to the Inst man. ‘Thus 
truly are Heaven’s vengeance accomplished 
and the feelings of humankind assuaged.” 

For this brilliant success the Viceroy 
Tso Tsung-tang receives his nomination 
to tlie Cabinet. as hieh-pan-ta-hio-see, and 
ho is also raised by a step in the hereditary 
. Honours are likewise showered 
i agues and subordinates. 
‘What effect this victory will have in re- 
Tioving the Chinese Government of anxiety 
owing to the Mohammedan insurrection 
on the Northwest frontier, remains to be 
seen ; and it will probably influence but 
slightly the movements of the Ataligh 
Ghazi or the Tunganis further north. 
From recent Gazettes we learn that the im- 
portant city of Hami has been besieged 
and is still harassed by a body of the 
Mohammedan insurgents from Shen-si. 
‘As regards the actual limits of China pro- 
per, however, the Imperial Government 
may now boast that it is absolutely free 
from organized rebellion. 










































NINGPO. 


Ningpo has been the victim of several 
robberies of late, and the following account 
is suficient to give a slight insight into the 
way things are managed there. The plun- 
dering of asilk hong at Ningpo had created 
special excitement, and the act was traced 
to a band of thieves, of whom Sung Wha- 
wang was tlie chief.

THE MEETING OF ELECTORS ON THE FRENCR 
CONCESSION. 





An extraordinary meeting of Electors on 
the French Concession was held on the 
22nd inst. to disouss the question of wharf 
erections outside the bund line, 

Present :—M, Godexux, Consul-Generat 
of France, in the chair; MM. Leroy, 
Aymeri, Mackintosh and Wheelock, Mem- 
bers of the Municipal Couneil ; M.’ Sayn, 
Secretary ; Rev. Dr. Yates, Messrs, I. a. 
Bell, A. ‘Voisin, H. Maignan, Millot, 
Teillot, J. 8. Baron, Du Jardin,’ Kendal, 
Telge, Butler, Hirt, Raymond’ Goduert, 
Watson, Monteiro, ‘Brown, Weill, Béer, 
Kent, Louvier, Juvet, Henuequin, Rick= 
ard, Rouhand, &e., &¢., representing 114 
votes, 

Messrs. Voi 
Bell were erected'a bureau, and 
hand secretary to the meeting. 

As all present did not know French, 
neither did all understand English which 
is the language most in uso in Shanghai, the 
Cnarewas asked two persons who under- 
stood both languages to undertake to trans- 
late speeches that might be made in one, 
into the other.

‘The Cxareaan then explained the ob- 
jects of the meeting as follows :;—Gentle-

0 French Concession forbade the 
ment of covered wharves on the 
banks of the Hwangpoo.

‘This second decision, however, 
had remained thus far a dead letter, go far 
as regards the principal portion of our 
quays; but latterly a Steamer Company 
announced its intention to avail of it, and 
the construction of the wharf which it had 
in view was immediately undertaken, The 
Community was moved at the prospect of 
transformation which the Bund—which is 
the sole promenade on the French Conces- 
sion, and one of the few promenades 
Shanghai possesses—was about to undergo. 
People asked, moreover, whether it was net

to be feared that constructions on piles 
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would cause the silting up of the quay ; 
and Ireceived a petition, the siguataries to 
which, numbering more than 109, asked 
that’ the electoral body might be called on 
to express an opinion on this important sub- 
-jeot,—There cvuld be no question of asking 
the electors whether riverine landowners 
have a right to build covered wharves; 
jnngmnch as this right, limited only by the 
obligation to submit plans of their wharves 
to the approbation of the Municipal Coun- 
cil, is inscribed in the decision of 1866— 
a decision which cannot, I think, be held 
implicitly aunulled by the 2églement dor- 
ganisation Municipale, to which it is not 
antagonistic, and which has not, to my 
knowledge been since abrogated. But 
there ‘was room to enquire, in faco of the 
manifestation of public opinion, whether 
this decision did not admit of certain mo- 
Aifications, Douhtless it is the province of 
the Municipal Council to deliberate ou the 
question ; but the Reglement permits that 
your advice should enlighten its delibe- 
rations, L have called you together then, 
Gentlemen ; and Lask you, do you think 
the decision adopted by’ the Land Renters 
in 1866 should be maintained, or do you 
think on the contrary that it should be 
modified, and in what sense? Discuss 
this question with the experience you have 
of the wants of tho Concession, with the 
desire which snimates you all to serve its 
interests which are also yours; and, when 
the time has come, I shall collect your 
opinions. 

Mr. Vorsiw then read the following 
statement :—The meeting of the Municipal 
Council of tlie 25th Oct., had been specially 
convened to deliberate on a letter from 
Messrs, Butterfield & Swire, regarding a 
covered wharf which they proposed to 
build in front of the Quai Whampoo. A 
resolution was adopted at that meeting 
which appeared to two of the Councillors 
80 opposed to the general interests of the 
Concession, and inconsistent with the 
cisions come to by the preceding Councils, 
that they considered it their duty to resign 
tlieir functions as Conneillors. 1 was one 
of these, and was President of that meeting. 
I know that there has been desire to 
saddle me with a grave responsibility, by 
representing my retirement from the Coun- 
cil as a blunder, and a desertion of the 
interests of the community. Besides, as 
owe some explanation to those who, for 
four yeurs, have been good enough to 
honour me with their suffrages, I have 
ventured to hope that the Consul- 
General will have the goodness to allow me 
here to reply to theso reproaches. Apart 
from this, it will doubtless not be uni 
teresting for the’ electors—before coming 
to an expression of their opinion on the 
important question which seperates them 
irom their representatives—to know how 
it has been brought on. ‘Tho Couneil, at the 
meeting of the 25th Oct., could have been 
wsked to dent with the question from one 
yeneral point of view—as tu the recognition 
2f the right of all the Bund lot-holders to 
sonstrnet covered wharves, built om piles ; 
or from ammuch more limited point of view, 
iamely, that of a permission granted in a 
special case, But this choice was not 
lowed me at the meeting, for—as one 
if the Councillors (Mr. Mackintosh) re- 
narked — Messrs. Butterfield & Swire 
tad no intention of asking the Coun- 
i's permission, but only to notify the 
Jouneil, ont of mere courtesy, that they 
tere about to exercise their right. ‘The 
Jouncil, therefore, could not be asked to 
tate an opinion as to a claim that had not 
ven submitted to them ; although it wi 
» mistake to suppose that tite permission 
{the Administration was not indispens- 
ble before the commencement of the works. 
the more general question of the implicit 
ight of the Bund-lot-holders to build 
overed wharves on piles was, therefore, 
ub to the Council, and decided affirma- 
ively by 4 votes against 2. ‘The Presi- 
ent was in the minority. What could he 


































































do for the future to defend the interests of 
the community, which appeared to him 
wronged by a decision too precipitately ar- 
rived at? It was easy to foresee that the 
haste which had dictated the affirmation 
of the right of the Bund-lot-holders would 
also push on the construction of the wharf 
on piles, before the Electors could even be 
informed of it. What was most urgently 
essential, therefore, was at once to draw 
the attention of the public aud, above 
all, that of the Consul-General,” who: 
powerful influence might be able to i 
duce the Couneil—not to cancel . its 
vote, but to suspend result, by de- 
ferring the date at which the permission 
to construct (on the necessity of which 
Messrs. Butterfield & Swire had become 
better informed) should be examined into 
and discussed in Council. In fact, a delay 
of some weeks would give full time to tho- 
roughly study the question, and for public 
opinion to find expression. That would 
have made a conflict between it (public 
opinion) and the Council almost impossible, 
and avoided the unpleasant exhibition of 
divisions, ‘This, then, was the reason why 
Lleft the Council, and it was doubtless for 
the same reason that my retirement was 
followed by that of MI Maignan.—As it 
does not belong to ine to estimate, or even 
to state the reasons which have dictated 
the conduct of the Consul-General, I 
confine myself to facts and dates. On ‘the 
5th October, I resigned into the hands of 
the Consul-General the Presidency of the 
Municipal Council which ho had been 
good enongh to delegate to me. On the 
Bist. October the Consul-General dele- 
gated the Presidency to M. Leroy. On the 
{1th November the Council, under the 
Presidency of M. Leroy, gavo to Messrs, 
Butterfield & Swire the authorization to 
build a covered wharf supported on piles. 
On the 5th December, the Consul-General, 
influenced especially ‘by the condition im: 
posed that the covered wharf would not 
intercept the view of the river, approved 
the decision of the Municipal Council, 
Further—But I will not trespass on your 
attention for the purpose of proving to you 
that M. Maignan and I have not aban- 
doned. your cause, for your claim for a 
mecting, signed by 103 Klectors, support- 
ing © proposal similar to that made 
by us, is ample proof that- we have 
not been guilty in your eyes, and that our 
resignations have not been without their 
use, for which we aro thankful, With- 
ont too much insisting on the refusal of

has been set before you, of the Municipality 
“distressed on every side,” in a letter 
which is a striking example of the painful 
necessity under which a President is often 
placed, of lending hisname to place before 
the public the views, aud often even the 
very words of his colleagues of whom he 
is also in acertain sense the representative. 
Thave gone through that ordeal myself, I 
have suffered by it, and Tknow what Iam 
speaking of. ‘The letter, therefore, of the 
Council, and not of the President if you 
will excuse me, appears to me to be a 
bomb, intended to carry devastation into 
our ri T have no fear of such pro- 
jectiles ; the best method of neutralising 
their effect is to analyse them. In that 
letter much importance is attached to 
the decision of the Land Renters of 1866, 
in favour of the construction of wharves, 
‘That ought to be invulnerable—inexpug- 
nable! Why onght it to be more so than 
that of 1864, which was opposed to the 
construction of wharves, and which it has 
even cancelled? Why, in short, should: 
not people know, in 1873, much better by 
experience what ‘measures to adopt for the 
conservation of the port of Shanghai, and 
not take them in the interest of the com- 
munity which takes precedence of private 
interests? Besides, the Council has pro- 
cedents for its guidance in its own archives. 
Among others, there is a document which 
the unfortunate precipitancy with which 
the Council has seen fit to closé the discus 
cussion, has not allowed to be studied. Iu 
1866, the French Concession was not estab- 
lished on the same basis on which it now 
























among its prerogatives the right to decide

‘The Onareaan remarked that the adop- 
tion of Mz Voisin’s first proposal could 
have no practical result, as he would not 
consider himself authorised to do what it 
asked of him, and to prevent the builders 
of the Wharf in question usine the right 
given them by the decision of 1866. But it 
was possible that this decision might be 
prejudicial to the interests of the Con- 
cestion, and that there might be ground 
for modifying it ; and it was precisely to 
express its opinion on that point that the 
electoral body was convoked ; but, so long 
asit existed, that decision muat berespected. 
The question must then be within the terms 
he had suggested. Are the Electors i 
clined to modify the decision of 1866, and 
in what senso? 

Dr. Yares asked, what was the decision 
come- to in 1866? as there seemed soe 
doubt on the point, 

‘The Cuaimman read a précis of the 
report of the meeting of the 10th 
March” 1866. At this meeting, the deci- 
sion of the Land Renters of 1864 wes 
annulled, and it was decided that th 
Bund-lot-holders should have the right 
build wharves open or covered, at their 
option, on the sole condition of submitting 
their plans to the approbation of the 
Council. Whence it followed that the 
question to be resolved was, as he (the 
Chairman) had already said—Shall the de- 
cision of 1866 be upheld or modified ? * 

‘After a long’ pause, the Unarmara again 
invited an expression of opinion. A peti- 
tion had been presented to him signed by 
108 electors, begging him coeall ameeting, 
and it was strange that none of these 103 
persons now brought forward a resolution 
on the subject in question. 

Mr. Voisty said he had proposed vertain 
resolutions, butthe Consul-Generaldecli 
toputthemtothe meeting; and it was dit 
cult to come to sny understanding, as th 
electors appeared to be of the opinion that 
the question should -be placed on another 

‘ound than that suggested by the Consul- 

jeneral’s remarks, ‘The purport of these 
would be to circumscribe the debate. He 
thought that, in the opinion of the Electors, 
—at any rate in his own— tho decision of 
the Municipal Council of the 12th January 
1870 was the only one that could be held 
binding for the future. He urged that 
the construction of the wharf in course of 
erection be stopped, and the question re- 
ferred to Peking. 

‘The Cuarmwan said his meaning had 

been mistaken, He had only pointed out 
that it was no use passing a resolution that 
conld not be given effect to, . 
M. Avstertsaw no contradiction between 
the decision of 1866 and that of 1870.

‘The Messageries Company were then told, 
You wish to build; build! but as you 
must do it in the best possible way, we 
‘consider that iron piles will best meet the

wooden piles, because no objection was 
‘seen to their use. 

Mr. Lenoy protested energetically against

Dr. Yarss said the real question seemed 
to him to be the conservancy of the River. 
He thought the electors should cancel 
permission tobuild wharves beyond thebund 
line. Mud wonld certainly make in front 
ofevery pile driven, The River was Allin, 
up under the 8. 8."N. Co.'s wharves, ani 
soon pontoon bridges would be needed to 
enable them to reach their steamers, And 
bye and bye, if they continued buildin, 
mharves, poston bridges would be nooded 
along the whole of the Bund.

Mr. Maoxintosit said that Dr. Yates 
appeared to have pointed out one cause 
of the silting up of this portion of tho 
river, which was entirely unconnected 
with the building of wharves; and no doubt, 
it was the tras reason, viz., the mooring of 
the large fleet of junks opposite the native 
city. If thequestion of wharves. injuring 
the navigation was of such vital impor- 
tance, why were not other cases taken up?

pure courtesy that they proposed building 
the wharf—he explained that M. Voisin 
had on several occasionsmisinterpreted him, 
and he was glad he (Mr. V.) had afforded 
this opportunity of publicly correcting 
him, What he did any was, that in his 
private knowledge, and not in his official 
capacity as member of the Council, he was 
aware that Messre, Butterfield and Swire 
considered they already had the right to 
erect the wharf, and that they looked 
upon it as a matter of courtesy to the 
Council, to present the plans to them, 
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‘Dr. Yares replied that every additional 
wharf would affect the River. "His opinion 
was that no piles should be allowed beyond 
Tow water mark. ‘To do so involved fresh 
‘ones being driven every 5 or 10 years, to 
reach beyond the bank’ that would inevit- 
ably form in front. Sooner or later they 
would have to stop, or the River would fill 
up. Allusion had been made to indemni- 
fication, but he did not see how they could 
bbe called on for indenmity. ‘The River he- 
longed to the Chinese, not to us; piling 
might be a very good way to make an 
extra mow or two of land.

in casting upon any signer of the request 
for the meeting. As to the matter of cov- 
ered wharves on the Quai de Whampoo, 
he might be allowed to say that, a few 
years ago. the S.S.N. Co: applied privately 
to the persous who were then entrusted 
with Municipal affairs, to know whether 
permission would be given for such struc- 
tures. ‘They were informed, in the most 
positive manner, that neither the French 
Government ner the community would 
allow such wharves to be erected in front of 
this part of the Bund. He mentioned this 
to show that the public action taken by 
various Municipal Councils in refusing 
Messrs. Wignall, and Glover, Dow & Co., 
like the private refusal with which the 
8. SN. Co. was met, was based on a 
inciple well understood aud .ackuow- 
jedyed on the Concession. He was ra 
surprised that Pere Aymeri, the Councillor 
mostthoroughly acquainted with what night 
bo called the traditions of the Municipality, 
should not have hesitated before overturn 
ing them by asimple vote of the Council— 
especially when it would have been so easy 
to throw that responsibility on the electoral 
body.—Mr. Mackintosh nd just taken it 
upon himself to state that the whole oppo- 
ion to the new wharf was mere “ party 
question.” He (Mr. Forbes) failed to seo 
that this statement was in any way justified 
by the facts. So far as he was concerned, 
he did not deny that, if this new wharf were 
allowed to remain, he had grave fears that 
the interests of the S.S.N. Co. might suffer. 
But they would suffer in commion with every 
other interest on the Concession, by the 
more rapid shoaling of the River frontage. 
‘This question of the shoaling of the Ri 
was the most important that stared them in 
the face—unot only the electors of the 
French Concession, but the whole comm 
nity. ‘The electors were aware tht vari 
public bodies had recently been studying 
this question, and that a large amount of 
evidence from eaptains and pilots had been 
collected. He had an opportunity of ex: 
amining this evidence, and he found that 
the existence of a rapidly-growing shoal in 
front of the Quai de Whampoo is specially 
jointed out by Captain McQueen, of the 
hina Navigation Company's service ; bj 
several captains in Messrs. Oly 
employ ; and by other captains and pilots 
in the P. and O. Company. He (Mr. 
Forbes) was not alone in believing that 
there was the greatest danger that this new 
wharf, in its peculiar situation, would ac- 
celerate the accumulation of deposit, andao, 
before long, connect the bank to which he 
had-alluded with the foreshore, He had 
every. respect for the oj 
bour-Master, who had sanctioned th 
work ; but he did not think that at th 
moment his opinion should be conclusi 
It was probable that the very highest 
tific advice would have to be taken on the 
conservation of the River, and this at an 
ly date, He quite agreed with Dr. 
‘Yates, in thinking that they should be now 
more than ever careful in sanctioning 
any new encroachments on the River 
in front of the Settlement. He feared 
that Mr. Mackintosh had been too short a 
time on the Concession and in the Council, 
to understand how universal had been the 
belief that the meeting of 1866 forbade the 
erection of covered wharves in front of the 
Quaide Whampvo. ‘The best proof was the 
persistent way in which every applicant for 
such wharves had been refused by the 
Council ; and it was worthy of note that Mr. 
Morel, Chairman of the Council in 1866, 
and Chairman also the following year, 
based his refusal on the resolution passed 
by the meeting of electors in 1866. 
applicants never demurred to the view 
taken by the Council, and the electors 
tacitly confirmed that view, by never tak- 
ing steys to modify it. He mentioned this, 
to show that the surprise of the electors at 
learning the tenor of the official record of 
the meeting of 1866 was perfectly natural, 
and that their wish to be consulted before 
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further action was taken, was equally 
natural and justifiable. 

‘MM. Avan replied that he could not be 
responsible for the action of his prede- 
cessors in office who, in il 1867, through 
forgetfulness or an oversiyitt of the decision 
of 10th March 1866, refused the appli 
tions of Messrs, Wignall and Glover & Co. 
He (M. A.) joined the Council in May 1867, 
and from that time to the present no ap- 
plications had been presented to the Coun- 
cil to build covered wharfs, and therefore 
none had been refused since his connection 
with the Council. 

After some further discussion, M. Vest 
arew up, and M. Hewweautw seconded, the 
following proposition :—

‘The “Air” by Bach for. the violin, 
rendered by the amateur who has 
so long held the first rank amongst us, 
was given, considering that the whole 
piece was played on the G string, with an 
approach to perfection which fairly took 
us by surprise. 

‘The ‘Trio for Clarinet, Tenor-viol and 
Piano was executed with great care. This

Shanghai from shooting excursion, 
‘There was also a very large gathering of 
spectators to do honour to the hunt, and t 
amuse themselves at the expense of the 
unfortunate. 

A.start was made shortly after the ap- 
pointed hour, and paper found leading 
over the big water jump at the back of 
‘Trefancha, which Was however easily 
scrambled over, there being little or no 
water in it, From thence, at a merry pace, 
which quickly discounted the majority of 
the hunt, we headed our “ wild erratic 
course” towards Jessfield ; crossing the road 
which leads thither about a mile above the 
sSubbling Well. Bending back towards

INCIDENTS OF A JOURYEY FROM HANKOW 
TO SZECHUEN. : 
(Continued. ) 


Quei-chow-foo is one of the great Cns- 
toms’ Stations of Szechusn, a very heavy 


duty being collected on all’ goods. pnssing 
up the River, besides s “Li Kin” of similar 
amount. ‘The total duties and “Li Kina” 
collected on a piece of Grey Shirtings from 
Hankow to Chungking areabout 2m. Zo. and 
on a piece of White Shirtings, 8m. 82,; of 
which about 1m. 8c. and 2m, Oc. respectively 
are collected at Queifoo, ‘The Mandarins 
here, therefore, naturally assisted tho: 
Chunking in throwing every difficulty in 
the way of the introduction of the transit 
pass system, which they had solong resisted 
with success. ‘The occurrence of delays en 
route was soon remedied by Consular pres- 
sure, but, unfortunately, a stamped clauso 
on the transit puss,—-allowable, I was 
officially informed,—to the effect that 
“should it be discovered that the goods, 
though foreign, belonged to Natives, they 
would be subject to confiscation,” unfortu- 
nately affords grounds to the Mandarins to- 
keep up acontinualsystem of investigations, 
trying and threatening in extreme to the 
native agent. ‘The only complaint, how- 
ever, to be made against Queifoo now, is 
that the officials, apparently to give force 
and weight to the importance of the source 
of prosperity of the place, the Customs, 
have introduced a machinery of red tapo- 
ism that delays every boat passing up, whe- 
ther loaded under transit pass or otherwise, 
three days in port. When it is consider 
that the freight on goods from Hankow to 
ing is, on account of the heavy 
required, Tis, 15 to Tis. 18 per ton, 
it will be seen that a delay of three days is 
really equal to Tis. 1.20 per ton, being one- 
fifteenth of the time of the journey. 
[called officially on theFoo toremonstrate 
about so monstrous a delay, but I think 
rather amused him by referring to the 
quarter or half an hour only that was re- 
quired by the Foreign Customs for asimilar 
service, and by being so unreasonable as not 
to value his promise to.try by writin

‘Mr. Slaghek placed before the meoting 
a letter from one of two Netherlands En- 
ineers who are now employed by the 
japanese Government for tho improvement 
of the Osaka Bar, and after discussion, 
upon motion of Me. Medluret, it was agreed 
that while moving the Supreme Govern- 
ment at Peking in the matter of the Woo- 
sung Bar, it seems advisable to enlist the 
interest of the Provincial authorities, and 
that as a preliminary nieasure all the plans 
‘and statinties now on record shall be Inid 
‘before the latt 

‘A correspondence which has taken place 
between tho Municipal Council, the Con- 
sular Body, and Mr, Medhurat, in regard 
to the wharf now being constructed in 
front of the French Settlement, was laid 
before the meeting. It was agreed that a 
response shall he addressed to the Council 
Jn answer to the letter of the 22nd instant, 
setting forth again the unwillingness of 
‘the Consular Body to act upon the repro- 

ions as made in their present shape, 
ility to take such action to 
collect information, as the Council seems 
to expect. 7 

‘A project for the establishment of a Life- 
Boat Institution was brought forward, and 
twas determined to postpone the consi- 
deration of the subject until the next 
meeting. 

"The Senior Consul reported a correspon~ 
dence held by him with the Taotai as re- 
-quested by the Inst meeting, in regard to 
‘the discharging of nmud-ballast into the 
stream from junks. ‘The Taotai cheerfully 
undertakes to enforce upon native eraft the 
rule in this respect long operative as 
against foreign vessels. . 

‘Certain other correspondence, having 
reference to the Lanzah families; the ob- 
struction of a waterway by proposed 
alterations of a bridge on the Sikawei 
road ; the uso of earth from the river dyke 
‘in repairing the Yang-tse-poo road ; and 
tho complaint against the Council’s night- 
soil contractors, was pluced before the meet- 
ing, and approved.

Thave submitted Mr. Medhurst’s letter to 
my colleagues, and they authorize mo to say 
that the consent of the native authorities to 
the works, upon a report from Mr. > 
seems to them to go far to justify ‘\tessrs, 
Butterfield and Swire, and they do not feel 
at liberty to move for a reconsideration of the 
issue upon the somewhat bald report made by 
Mr. Oliver. If, however, the Council support 
‘Mr. Oliver's opinion by those of other com- 
peteut authorities, for instance, Naval and 
other Commanders or Pilots familiar with the 
port, the Consuls will take such action as may 
seem desirable, 

In this connection the Consuls desire me to 
say that they will be glad to receive the full- 
est information in possession of the Council 
in regard to the Bund line which Mr. Oliver 
refers to as having been heretofore determined 
upon. Such a Jine would seem to be necessary, 
but the Consular Body are not aware that it 
has ever bedn authoritatively laid down and 
agreed to, :

Smm,—Replyivg to your letter No. 1626, in 
which you Land ine copies of a correspondence 
lately had with the Senior Consul on the sub- 
ject of an alleged encroachment by British

‘Yang-kiny-pang, Ihave the honour to acquaint 
you, for the information of the Council, that I 
have called upon Messrs, Butterfield & Swire 
(the persons I presume alluded to in your 
communication) toshow cause why the requi- 
sition of the Council for a temporary suspen- 
sion of the works complained of, pending 
investigation as to their effects upon the river, 
should not be complied with, and that Messrs. 
Butterfield & Swire, in reply, deprecate any 
interference on my part with their proceedings, 
‘on the following grounds, namely :-— 
First.—That before commencing operations 
they obtained through the usual official chan- 
nel the sanction of the Chinese Authorities to 
their scheme. 











‘Second.—That this sanction was backed by 
‘a report of M. Viguier, the Harbourmaster, to 
the effect that the proposed works would in 
uno way obstruct the stream or fairway. 

‘And third.—That in addition to this pre- 
caution they procured the consent of the 
French Mui Council to the proposed 
structure, which assent has received the con- 
firmation of the French Consul-General. 

Under these circumstances 1 must regret 
my inability to take any further steps towards 
claiming the suspension of the works which 
the Council desires.

Str,—I have the honor to acknowledge the 
receipt of your dispatch No. 6532 of tho 11th 
inst., and of its enclosure. 

‘The Council beg to return their thanks for 
the attention given by yourseli and your 
colleagues to the subject of the wharf recently 
constructed on the French Bund, and for the 
willingness expressed to reconsider it when 
fortified with further information. 

‘The Council will gladly co-operate through 
their staff, as faras possible, in procuring fresh 
data; but they would respectfully suggest 
(what indeed was their original motive in ad- 
Aressing the Consular Body) that independent 
opinions from Naval Commanders and other 
competent authorities might with more pro- 
priety be eailed for by the Board of Consu 
as representing all foreign natioualitics 
rested in the conservation of this port. ‘That 
Body would I think be ina better position 
than the Council to command facts and views 
from all sides to assist them in arriving ata 
conclusion. 

‘The Municipal Engineer's Report was not 
intended to be exhaustive, but was embodied 
in the usual Report for the consideration of 
the Works Cominittee, and the Council in for- 
warding’ it to you scarcely expected that 
action would be taken ou that document 
alone ; but when received in connection with 
the statements made at the Inte Chamber of 
Commerce meeting, and with the report of 
Pilots and others on the state of the River 
already in your possesion, the Council hoped 
that it have been deemed suflicient to 
j me representations on the part of 
the Board of Consuls, that might have led 
to the suspension of the works in question, 
until the alleged detrimental influence of 
the latter could be satisfactorily proved or 
refuted. 

‘The particulars yon desire, of what has 
passed tn connection with the line of Bunding 

formerly desided upon, are now be'ng collcted 
and will be laid before you as soon ns possible.

‘The Council will understand that the Con- 
suls as a holy have no right to overrule the 
action of any one of their number. \Vo are 
severally independent in our respective places, 
and while any one or more of us may appeal 
‘against the act of any other or others of the 
body, it would le unwise and impolitic to do 
80, excepting. in a grave ease, and particularly 
to carry such appeal to the native authorities. 

‘Mr. Medhurst offers to consult with his 
colleagues upon any forcible and well-founded. 
representation which you may make. This 
brings the subject within our view ; butif you 
are unable to make such representation, the 
Consilar body can hardly be expected to take 
any further action.

Quei-foo presented nothing of interest to 
it Part of its walls had been washed

away by tho 1870 flood, and exten: 
ing for their reconstruction was 
& cost of 180,000 taels, ‘The 190 junks em- 
ployed tobringdownstone, together with the 
congrogation of boats caused by the days’ 
delay, gave a fictitious air of activity to 
the port, and afforded an outlet for 
enterprise, in the form of crews of small 
boats serenading the junks around with the 
music of “pi-pa” and “kin” evoked by the 
fingers of damsels masqued in rouge and 
alum, Our five red lanterns attracted 
more than the usual shate of music, which, 
‘coming from so mauy quarters, and conse- 
uently 0 mixed in time, had no charm 

for our barbarous. breasts, We were 
amused howover by a ventriloquist, who 
imitated to nature the song of bieds ying 
aloft or fighting, animals growling, cn 
sumed conversations between characters 
old, young, gruff and gentle. It was too 
much for the feelings of our dog, who would 
interrupt the proceedings by angry growls 
and barks, As a passenger boat, we ought 
to have obtained immediate release from 
the Customs, but we had to spend the best 
part of the noxt day in sending messages 
to the Customs and Li Kin Offices to 
inspoct and give their respective passes. 
‘Tho Customs had exacted their delay, and 
granted after inspection, their-pass; but it 
was too much for our patience when we 
found that a further supplementary 
delay would be necessary to satisfy 
the dignity of the Li Kin Office. At 
last we sent s final message. saying 
that. jould® start in ten minutes, 
which wo put into offect, and were followed 
up by their boat ; but uncomplimentary 
ithets cast at them caused their return, 
\d we proceeded without their pass. “Our 
woopan” with’ six men we exchanged 
for a largor ono with ten hands, that sleep- 
ing accommodation might be provided for 
an increase of ten men to our tracke 
Wochad scen a good deal of the intrepi 
joyous characters of the old lot, and missed 
afterwards the appearance of thei 
Known unadorned: figures standing mo- 
destly at the end of rocks ready to jump 
into the water to secure moorings. One 
wo had christened the frishman, on account 
of his loquacity and readiness for a jok 
while another was nick-named: by his 
mates the Fei-chung or fat insect, a poetical 
term for pig. The latter; seeing how easily 
we cured a few fever cases ‘amongst the 
crew by quinine, took it to heart rather 
that we could not provide him with au 
equally’ ready cure for stomachache. 
The new lot we found to be a similar 
class of men, simple yet philosophical ; 
for by the pleasant jokes-passing con- 

ally amongst them they transformed 
the day of 12 hours’ toil” into one 
of pleasure. 

Jur journey now continued through a 
hilly, but more open country. The lower 
ta of the rocks, instead of, as below, 
ving adip upwards, ran parallel with the 
river, affording convenient ong ledges of 
rocks for tracking on'; these, when viewed 
from ‘the distance, presenting the form of 
Jong reefs running along the water. A few 
rapids broke the continuous tracking 
Bnce at which we progressed, and the ap- 
Pearance still of a few wrecked boats gave 
















































































































idence ‘that the dangers. of navigation 
were not yet left behind. Opposite Yii 
Yang Hien a modest little temple was 
pointed out which claimed the reputation 
of being the burial place of the head of 
the martial hero of romanoe, Chang-pei 
tailor having rendered himself illustrious 
by constituting himself his decapitator, 
‘and thus bringing toa close his roman- 
tic career. ‘The article “fish” that we had 
so confidently depended upon. for our 
table; we had found almost unprocurable 
along the route, though the market price 
for it was three times that at Hankow ; 
bout here however the'Hsiang or Elephant, 
fish became very common ; its long pro- 
trading yelativeus snout being renowned 
for its delicacy, but requiring a very acute 
palate to detect its flavor. ‘The hills pre- 
sented the curious appearance of long 
ranges of three-sided pyramids, rising re- 
gularly from each other's bases, and the 
continuousness of the strata from one to 
the other showing that some freak of nature 
had formed them out of what was once a 
solid mass, 

At Ho-chiang-pei Rapid we caught up 


























two young Roman Catholic Priests 
with “whom we had dined at Quei- 
foo, at the hospitable invitation of the 





Superior at that city. ‘They were pro= 
ceeding in a small cargo-boat to Chung- 
ing, and speaking neither word of Eug- 
lish hor Chinese, fiad to ‘depend upon the 
origntal language of pantomime to express 
their wants to the servant.’ Some accident 
had deprived them of the company of a 
Latin-speaking Chinese usually sent up 
in such cases. ‘They accompanied us 
one of our walks on shore, which led us 
past two very cui temples built in the 
rock, but which the 1870 Flood had des- 
‘The natural cave-like roofs and 
josses carved’ in the solid stone however 
existed, while inside a crowd of little boys 
studying Confucius gave evidence either of 
the unbigoted character of the priests, or 
i desire to earn money for its reconstruc- 
tion and their maintenance by other means 
than that of pri Our walk was cut 
short by the inconvenience suffered by our 
two friends from their want of experience 
in the use of the Chinese shoe. They had 
not yet grasped the fact that the roundness 
at the toe is a substitute for the bend of 
the instep. Their uneducated. insteps 
would bend, and. their. heels would come 
ont of the unyielding shoes. We realized, 
while in conversation over breakfast after- 
wards, thé magnitude of the sacrifices that 
the poor fellows had just entered upon. 
Friends and the amenities of civilized life 
were parted from for ever, to be replaced 
by the dirty unpleasant ways and manners 
of the Chinese: ‘The unpoetical reality of 
being drafted out separately, on arrival at 
Chungking, into the bosom of a native 
Christian family to learn the language, 
would commence just at a time when dirty 
unboarded floors, questionable windows, 
and want of fires, and especially of hand- 
Kerchiefs, are not nice accompaniments to 
cold weather: ‘The family frugal meal 
would be partaken of stamling or sit- 
ting abont anywhere, consisting perhaps 
to-day of plain rice and a dish of yellow 
peas ; to-morrow there might be a little 
cabbage or some beans or mouldy bean- 
cake. It would be a very rich family that 
would think of eating their own eygs, fowls 
and pigs. The vigour of thoir European 
constitutions has to be reduced to enable 
them, even in a period of three years, 
to begin to get accustomed to the ch 
indiet and life. They deserve great ri 
ence from their converts, and exact it, as 
idenced by the prostrations with which 
visits even to the young arrivals are pre- 
ceded. ‘The same deference is, however, 
accorded to the ordained native priests, 
We hind now arrived at the town of Wan, 
the beantiful situation of which would 
allow a wide field to a skilful pen to de- 
scribe. My mind had been excited by the 
description of an aqueduct ‘leading down 



























































































clear wate: to the town from the hills, and 
I landed a mile or 0 below Wan to trace 
itscoursefrom above. Chinese are notably 
ingenious in carrying on their manufae- 
tures in the smallest mat-slieds with the 
Jeast amount of tools possibie ; but with 
my mind dyelling on the grand Roman 
works of old, I was not projured to have 
all my visions dissipated before a row of 
little stone posts aurmoiinted by a stone 
trough down which ran the clear supply 
of water. ‘The streets presented a pleasing 
contrast to most towns by their cleanliness, 
good pavenient and superiority of their 
houses. Part of the wall had also been 
washed away by the 1870 flood. ‘Trees, 
pretty, variegated, temples and pavilio 
presented pleasing’ varieties to the how 
filling up the level ground and encroachin,¢ 
on the hills around, . The valley was inter= 
sected by astream, spanned by large bow-like 
bridges; while rising abruptly hehind, to tho 
height of the amphitheatre of mountaina 
around, were two large clifls headed by 
fortified camps. Masses of foliage clothed 
some of the hills, while at places low. per- 
pendicular cliffs peeping out gave a’strongly 
fortified air to the scene. A lot of junks 
Toaded with Sugar, 
goods had arrived from Chungking, while 
some cotton junks destined for that port 
hhad been intercepted to seek here a better 
market than the Tis, 24 per bale one above, 
‘Wan, from the activity presented by 
its streets und general thriving state, has 
earned in the language of song the titlo of 
Little Chungking, | We found that wo had 
now really left. behind the continuity of 
the rugged, rough, and sometimes barren 
hills of Hupeh, and entered the garden of 
China, Walks into the country lead through 
beautiful valleys and_ hills; well kept 
stone roads branching off in every direction ; 















































the numerous tablets about. giving: pub- 
licity to the readiness with which the 
villagers subscribed their Jittle donations 
of cash for their maintenance. ‘Their 





intactness was prescrved by the stones 
heing laid across ; the samo jenlousy of 
the ground taken up by paths ‘here being 
betrayed by the manner in which thoso 
without stones are pared down to the thin- 
est width, while even those with stones 
are often dangerously undermined, to in 
crease the width of the field below. ' ‘Trees, 
even the ornamental ones, were not be- 
grudged the space they occupied, while the 
useful, bnt picturesque banboo was the 

ion of nearly every ‘cottage. The 
ted chiefly of a kind called the 
















Prickly Bamtwo, owing to the sheaths 
thrown off by the young shoots. nnd used 
for sho 


sules being covered ‘with that 
ir which looks too soft to sting, 
but belies badly its appearance. ‘The in- 
side is quite silvery. It is a most 
ornamental bamboo, shooting out in the 
Autumn instead of the Spring. in thick 
clusters of 40 or 50 stems from a space of 
a few feet square, and drooping over above 
thick festoons like Prince of Wales 
feathers. 

‘one occasion a lad ‘constituted 
himself my. guide, telling mo that I ought 
to go and see the Yu family grave, I 
followed him over hill and dale, and 
passing a natural pedestal of stone 

50 feet high, on which a discerning p 
had perched s small joss-house, entered 
a little ravine cut out of the soil by a 
mountain stream Which, having ab. last 
found a neagly permanent bed on the flat 
surface of the rock below, spread itself out 
to a width at places of 150 feet, over which 






























the running clear water maintained a uni- 
form depth of about two inches, The 
roads “were continued across by ranges of 





neatly cut square pedestals of stone about 
tivo feet high, called bridge stools, the diffi 
cult passage of which by a highly dressed- 
up young lady supported by her attendant 
behind, presented a pretty little feat of 
what, could be done by a man with two 
wooden ley, ‘The object of my journey 
was at last attained, and Isaw the exten- 
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sive but rather gaudy result of some rich 
éonntryman’s hobby or perhaps dutiful res- 
pect to his ancestors. Returning past a 
village busy in the occupation of making 
-and burning tiles, I regained the boat, an- 
cured for the night opposite a cave in the 
rock, from a hole in the dome-like roof of 
which dropped down imy little stream of 
above. 

The village above afforded an oppor- 
tunity of uoticing the facility which the 
tile-manufucturing business can be entered 
upon, A man makes for the shore, where t 
proper elay has been deposited, with a stock 
in trade of apiece of iron, a bent bamboo with 
aire string stretched across a little bit 
of stick with two twists of a wire on it 
and lastly afew mats to form his hous 
‘The clay is kneaded up into heaps ; ent out 
into slices by the bow; applied to a 
wooden cylinder with four grooves on it, 
and then tured slowly by the hand, 
smoothed by the iron and seamed at the 
Bottom by an application of the wired 
atick, A clay cylinder is thus formed which, 
after being baked ina hole in the ground 
by fuel provided for by clippings of grass, 
is broken into four tiles and stocked up 
for sale, ‘The mountain paths afforded 
beautiful views .of the country, highly 
cultivated with ‘cotton, wheat rice, ae. 
&o,. The industry displayed in the culti 
vation of the latter is wonderful, and in 
‘one instance presented a really striking 
scene, reminding one of vast otnamental 
water works. ‘Ihe concave part of a 
mountain had been formed into one vast 
half amphitheatre of terraces, mounting 
up regularly from the base, and present- 
ing a sories of circular sheets of water 
confiied by mently plastered dykes, three 
feet high, and only a few inches wide 
‘at the top. The highest terrace was an 
embankment enclosing o large body of 
water provided by a range of hills behind, 
































‘At. times we passed’ through fores 
of tho chesnut’ aad wood oil 
treo and the drooping cypress, the 
Intter providing the renowned | Peh 


wood, out of which all the best boats are 
made. ‘The wide, dark spreading, Kwang- 
ko tree, though useless as timber was en- 
duiged’ in for ade and ornament 
to graves; while the appearance also of 
numerous other kinds of grand old d 

ing contenarians shewed that affection 
jometimes. outweighed the native 
utilitarian ideas. A monster tree em- 
braced in its roots a stone ‘tablet which 
narrated -how the owner wished once to 
cut it down for sale, but that the villagers 
around, shocked at such an act of vandalism, 
subscribed their little different sums of 
cish to buy it up, ground and all. Another 
patriarch of a wild chesnut had rewarded 
ita guardians by its decaying branches 
affording life to a very strony paresite, 
the Chii-seng-pao whose leaves afford a 
very good substitute for ten, Tt had taken 
entire possession of imore than half the 
tree, and attracted attention in the dis- 
tance by presenting Ue appearance of two 
trees springing from one trunk, My walk 
inland’ on this occasion had to be ent 
short on account of the uncertainty 
of the delay that would be cansed at 
the Hoo Rapid. A protty little path, 
alive with coal carriers and pedestrians 
from a valley inland, ran along the Ulear 
Water Brook, which emerged from the 
mountain at a’ part commanding a view of 
Inrge piles of bontders broken up lately 
by tho Chung-king River Improvement 
Society into. square jagged stones. On 
these, crowds of sailors were sitting about 
awaiting the passage across a rapid which, 
though improved by the breaking up of 
the boulders, was still a nasty one. Our 
Doat was amongst the crowd of junks, and 
continued there bumping about for some 
hours until our turn to cross arrived. As we 
progressed further on, the country became 
more enlivened with the bright green of 
the sugar cape fields. ‘This grows up very 
thickly the first year, but by the third it 



















































has exhausted itself and the soil is then 
rooted up, and fresh canes are iaid along 
furrows in new fields, each joint of the 
cane sending forth shoots, 

‘The retreating River is followed up by the 
country people planting corn, turnips, bar- 
ley, poppies, &e. on the banks, which 
often consist of pure sand. The plough is 
sometimes used, but often a dib from a hoa 
and a sprinkling of seed and a teaspoonful 
of rich earth is all the courting that the 
soil gets. The trackers are driven down 
to seek fresh paths by the insertion of 
bamiboos or posts inside the old ones. 
Some of the pebbly beaches are very large, 
and nicely polished specimens of a great 
variety of stones can be obtained from 
them. When the layer of pebbles is not 
thick, the husbandman takes possession, 
and scoops his little rows of holes in it for 
the insertion of seeds ; but sometimes, when 
the Mandarins allow such a desecration of 
Fengshui, gold diggers and washers occupy 
the “place, as the existence of pebbles 
generally accompanies a deposit of gold. 
At other times, only wood diggers are to 
be seen, the quantity of wrecks always 
talcing place affording a large admixture of 
Ahift wood on the bauk 

‘On approaching Shih-pao-chai, a soli- 
tary picturesque column of stone, the 
baik presented a busy scene caused by 
crowds of boats and people. It was fair- 
day, nine of which take place per month, 
We' lind to thread our way through a 
very thick crowd of people, who how- 

being wrapped up in the sale of all 
‘hinds of vegetables, grain, pork, egys, &e., 
Ge, took little notice of us.” We ascended 
a long stone staircase and then a sort 
of pagoda-like edifice which led us to 
the temple above. A good view of the 
surrounding country and teeming mass of 
haggling humanity below rewarded. onr 
exertions ; and the chamber of horrors, by 
far the best that I have seen, was in itself 
well worthy of a Upitied any of 
onr native followers if they were true 
believers of Budhist doctrines, for the 
vivid and almost artistic manner in which 
the demoniacal zest the gods took in 
crushing their writhing victims under 
piles of gold, sawing them in half, or fryi 
them in oil was portrayed, did’ not give 
much promise of being able to escape 
asimilar fate, A few of tho virtuous ap- 
peared to receive their reward in being 
able to witness the sufferings of the 
damned. 

We afterwards strolled along tlie bank 
towards Chungking to be taken by our 
boat, which had orders to cross for 
that’ purpose, but the captain evidently 
thought that’ sooner or later was of little 
moment, for our stroll at last developed 
itself into a most tedions walk round long 
bays of sand and mud, cut into chasms 
by rivulets. One of our party lost his 

en in the mud of one of these places, 
and had to continue hia journey with bare 
feet. We at last arrived at a part cf the 
bank where an: energetic wine seller had 
arrived in the morning with 32 men, 
poles, rafters, tiles and mats, and furni- 
ture.’ ‘This large shop was progressing 
well, and was to be finished before night, 
He hiad of course established himself where 
boats would pass, and we found this was 
the place our boat would make. We 
accepted therefore his proffered seat, and 
regaled ourselves with sugar cane, while 
awaiting our long deferred breakfast. 

hhored at an island called 
it was the ancient site of 
Cheng, now removed a long way further 
up. “The new Cheng we found to be a 
prettily situated town, the walls running 
inland along cliffs and intermingled with 
trees, presenting a very pretty picture. A 
walk’ through it afforded nothing of in- 
terest, but below, on the shore, it was 
peculiar to witness how soon after the 
retiring of the water a busy long wide 
atreet, formed of mat houses, ad sprung up. 
‘The ‘whole commerce of the place appeared 











































































to be going on here. In one shop I 
noticed eight different kinds of Tea, gra- 
duating from the best curled to withered 
leaves, and finishing in something con- 
sisting of branches and blocks of wood 
some inches square. An enquiry elicited 
the unblushing reply that that’ also was 
tea, which, not wishing to betray the 
extent of’ my professional ignorance, 
I received in silence, thinking however 
that I should like to have the fact con- 
firmed by « report from some of my. 
Mincing Lane friends, 

Our "journey continued without in- 
terruption up to Fungtoo, where we 
landed to visit a celebrated sacred 
mountain enveloped in fine forest trees, 
and capped by « lot of temples. ‘The. to, 
afforded benutiful shaded terraces an 

















eating rooms, the windows of which Inoke 
ing through’ the trees afforded pretty 
glimpses of the scenery around, Tho 





priests were evidently more intent on our 
bodily comforts than unr souls’ welfare, for 
they followed us all over the place with tea 
and sweetmeats. ‘The place was evidently 
]aid out as much as a pleasure ground as 
for religious worship, Before the altar of 
one god the priest illuminated a deep well 
by throwing in pieces of lighted joss-paper. 
‘The well was said, to communicate with the 
River below, but was now blocked up with 
paper ashes.” At another place in the mid- 
dle of a paved court was to be seen a huge 
pebble, evidently polished by somedevotions 
which the priests would give no account of. 
A representation of a bridge of sighs was 
given by a bridge the stones of which wero 
as slippery as glass. ‘The passage of this 
without slipping was supposed to be pro- 
phetic of escape from a fate portrayed 
below in the shape of unfortunate victims 
writhing about in the embraces of snakes 
and serpents, Glimpses of one’s fato in tho 
next world could also be ascertained by a 
trinl with a heavy iron pestle and mortar, 
‘The pestle was too heavy to lift, and por- 
haps that was the reason why « happy 
fate could with certainty be promised to 
individual who could place it in the 
ater. On descending the hill through 
the trees, on the other side, we came and- 
denly on'a stone that marked the height 
cf 1870 flood. We looked clean over tho 
walls and every house of Fungtoo, and 
naturally asked what became of the unfor- 
tunate town there. It was totally des- 
troyed by the strong current, and with it 
a lot of the inhabitants ; the overwhelming, 
waters, as they described them, rising foot 
by foot with every wave, and’ overtakin 
niny & man who thought that he hac 
slill time to save somo of his effects, ‘The 
mandating, to avoid a similar calamity in 
future, built the city a mile or two higher 
up, on a hill, but there it is with its b: 
new stone walls and gates, solitary and 
pty excepting n few mandarin 

‘The people were quite 
willing to risk their bricks and mortar 
again on their old plots of lund, evidently 
quite contented that their friends tho 
mandarins and’ the inconvenient walls 
should be a comfortable distance away. 
The calamitous history of the great 1870 
Szechuen flood can be studied in every 
large town along the river, while the quan= 
tities of villages and houses built along its 
course above usual high water mark were 
made aclean sweep of, and have all since 
been renewed. Dr. Barton’s picture of 
Peishi, the boundary between Hupelt and 
Szechuen, is, as is also the case with many 
other places, quite out as regards the por- 
trayal of the cottages, 

Our next place of importance was Foo- 
chow, a large thriving town at the head 
of the Kingtan-ho river, which afford 
with one pass and another river, o 
munication with the Tungling lake, ‘The 
volume of beantiful clear water flowing out 
appeared very loth to mix with the muddy 
water of the Yangtsze, the line of demar- 
cation between the two waters -being 
traceable for a long way down the River. 
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‘The’ neighbourhood of this town is said to 


be ocoupied by » great many of the .des-. 


condants of Man-tsze, a name given hereto 
‘one of the western tribes who flocked into 
Szochuen in company with Kiangsi and 
other provines men about 200 yeats-sg0, 
when Szechuen was nearly depopulated by 
irruptions from Norther rebels. The 
ruined remains of large fortresses to be 
seen on the tops of so many of the hills 
could no donbt tell many a sad tale of 
wholesale massacres, which formed the 
chief tactica of the rebels. A wider river 
and less current enabled us now to press on 
more quickly, but notwithstanding our 
empty boat and crow of 65 men, our pace 
waa Hmaited almoat to that ofall tho others 
on the road a large boats cannot pas each 
other on the tracking road when in mo- 
tion, One ambitious junk tried it on with us 

1g their woopan, while both boats 
in a back-water, ahead of us with 
their oable, Our men were hurried on, 
and securing their cable on one bow, 
the tai-kung coolly called for a hatchet 
and severed it at a blow. Our crestfal- 
Ten enomy drifted away, but he had 
committed ‘an offence against the cus- 
tom of tho road, and not a word passed 
betweon the two boats on the subject. Lots 
of passenger boats passed to and fro crowded 
with men ; and pork, wine and cake boats 




















paid our crew constant visits to try and 
tompt them to part with a little of their 
hard-earned cash. One boat bringing the 


remnants of an old water buffalo which, 
udsiny from the color of the fleshy must 

ave died a natural death, tempted our 
‘men from its absurd cheapness to invest 
Vrgely. It was salted and dried, and every- 
thing done that could make it palatable, 
but it got blacker and blacker, and was for 
a long timo a nasty ‘One 
morning we heard a heavy splash in the 
water, and were glad to hear that the men 
had voluntarily consigned all their meat to 
the fishes, beoavse the cook got confused 
about ownerships and angry at the trouble 
of #0 much extra cooking. He indeed 
complained with justice, as he had always 
to get up in tho middle of the night to 
enable him to get through his work of 
boilig the pocul of rice required for 65 
mon, looking after the cooking of peas, 
grinding beans, washing vegetables, sup- 
plying hot water for washing, aud dishing 
up afew delicacies for the captain’s 
family, All this was done in a hole 
exposed to rain and weather with only 
‘one huge iron pa his boiled water, 
fried fish, stewed rice, or steamed veyeta- 
bles, Some of the crew looked crest-fallen 
at the loss of the beef, and diving in to the 
water established fres indisputable 
gomnerships to’ the few lumps they could 

ind. 

‘A’ monster gilt Joss, belonging to ono of 
the plessure temples of Chungking, and 
a few good bridges along the river, now 
told us that we were nearing the end of 
our journey. The minarets of Leming 
foo, the large town opposite, on the small 
River to Chungking, then appeared in 
view; we then skirted a suburb on the 
south of the Yangtaze, and a little time 
afterwards had crossed the River to one of 
the wide stone jetties, crowded with carriers 
aud people, ascending to the gate abu-e. 
‘There is little room for suburbs outside, 
aud all business and storage is done inside 
the walls, which skirt round the wandering 
edges of abrupt cliffs. A servant from 
the Bishop of Sinite waited upon us with 
cards, and a lot of police rauuers took 
charge of us in our passage through long 
lines of well paved streets. In a quarter 
of an hour we alighted at the domicile pre- 
pre, for us, which, surrounded by four 

igh fire walls and lighted only by three 
air wells above, effectually imprisoned us 
from the noise and busy life around, ‘The 
city is'a very large thriving one, and com- 
pares well in cleanliness and the bustle 
of its streets with any in China, while 
the fleets of juuks anchored along the 


































































banks of the two Rivers accounted for the 
large traffic of the River below. We visi- 
ted the next day some of the large guild 
temples in the city, and then ascending to 
the highest gates of the walls commanded 
spool view of the two cities and two 
Rivers and the suburbs on the south of 
the Yangtsze, backed by a high range of 
hills—the most conspicuous one of which 
was capped by the never failing Pagoda. 
We spent many pleasant days visiting a 
lot of the benevolent societies, which 
attraction to subscribers, combine with the 
dispensation of cloths, rice, medicine, 
cofins, &c., pleasure gardens ‘rejoicing in 
flowers, pavilions, fish ponds and theatrical 
stages.” At one which we subsequently 
visited about 5 miles outside the city we 
were much interested ina hard piece of 
limestone, found last year in a quarry on 
the hill and bearing te uatural and com- 
plete half impression of a large fish the 
deop scales of which reminded one of the 
Ganoidians with their thick bone terminal 
scales, read of in books of the Old Red 
Sandstone period, One day was spent 
pleasantly ina trip along the Cheng-too 
high road as far as the fortification of 
Fung-too Quan. The commencement of 
our journey led us through. different 
comeieries for the poor, soldiers, Mahome- 
dans and Roman Catlulics, ‘Thence the 
road led along the narrow ridge of a high 
rock which separates the two Rivers, each 
flowing down lazily 0 close together 
as to encompass the isthmus that we had 
just come off and to unite below. ‘The 
fortification is built round the top of a 
cliff-like formation, and commanding so 
effectually the road ascending the cliff to 
pass through it, merits well the saying that 
Chungking is’ safe as long as Foong- 
too holds out—if of course no such 
thing as effective gunboats existed. We 
Jooked down on the country around, com- 
posed of one mass of hills, all however 
cultivated to the top, and traced the stone 
Chengtoo road winding along amongst 
them. Many of the passengers were 
availing themselves of a lift. on ponies, 
which are at any one's service for the 
sinall sum of three cash per li. 

The length of our passaye up_ pro- 
vented us from fulfilling our intention of 
going overland to the Capital, but wo 

a little comforted in our disap- 
pointment on inspecting the comforts or 
rather discomforts of the first batch here 
of the mucl-lauded inns of the Cheng-too 
road. Our servants had gone on aliend, 
and made as they thought satisfactory 
arrangements for our breakfast at one, 
before an admiring orowd ; but our un: 
civilized tastes preferred the oconpation of 
‘one of the storeys of a watchtower, empty 
with the exception uf oue mau, who liad 
taken possession of it tom weave cloth in. 
One very long day we passed making the 
round of the pleasure temples on the 
south side of the Yangtsze. Our first 
visit. was to a celebrated tree called the 
Black Crow, because tradition said that it 
was the only existing one of its kind and 
knew no other name for it. . It was a large 
tree, and had yained its not 
retaining life after being sub 
flood a chang or so over its 
were prepared for something curious, but 
finding that it was the same as two oF 
threo trees in my garden at Hankow, 
thouzht less than before of the value of 
Chineso traditions, We next proceeded 
along the high road to Quai-chow Province. 
Ie started right off by ascending a moun- 
tain of about 1000 feet high, evidently 
wishing to give the numerous goods exrri- 
ers and passengers an carly foresight of 
the hardships of the ten days’ voyage 
before them. Branching off, we went 
through the rocky and wooded “rounds of 
a previous Taoist temple, deriving its name 
from the Tao Chiin Cavern. Soine of the 
inscriptions and carvings un the rocks were 
very interesting. For summer visitors, 
there are cool chambers in the cliff, the 












































































balustrade surmounted’ with laskets uf 
fruit, chairs and tables, being all of stoue, 
while the look-out was throngh the ates 
of a thick grove of trees, whose folinze 
overhead effectually kept off the glare of 
the sun and sky. Passing through a fir 
plantation, we availed of the tivo stone 
benches before a grave at the gap in the 
range of mountains, to enjoy the commiand- 
ing view across the River of Uhungking and 
itssurroundings, and tosatisfy the cravings 
of appetite cansed by the keen mountain air, 
We were thankful to the Ho family for the 
use of their seats, but shonld have been 
more pleased if they had also provided us 
with the table usual to most of the better 
graves, 

Following a small path through: the 
gap, we passed to the inside of the 
range of mountains, where several coal 
mines were being worked. A man at te 
top of a hole about 3 feet high was pump. 
ing in air by the assistance of a cireu!ar 
wind box, while naked men with oil Jamps 
stuck in their twisted tails were going in 
and out on all fours, pushing before them 
little sledyes for the conveyance of the 
coal. We of course had intended to go in, 
but one look at the low little horizontal 
chamber with its black muddy floor was 
enough. Man had never before been 
pictuced to us representing so well tho 
Appearance of four-legged brutes—very 
black, dirty, bare and ugly ones—and to 
enrol ourselves in their numbers and take 
part in the infernal looking scene required 
a greater inducement than mere thirst for 
knowledge, Further inland we visited 
another recently established benevolent 
‘society with its flower gardens and 
home for blind people. ‘Thence we passed 
two more old temples with accompani- 
ments of forest and mountain scenery, 
the last one hai led a 
clear mountain ai sgh. is 
rounds, the binding of which was ineased 
in maiden hair fern. - We followed this 
stream through a ravine in the mountains, 
and gained the Yangtsze where it dropped 
down into it over a rock, ne of the 
numerous free ferries then took us across, 
and we regained about dusk var lungeon- 
like abode in the city.” Ou the way across, 
we wore very much struck with the ap- 
pearance of some large boats, clinker-built 
out of shortbuants and fastened with 
wooden nails, Enquiries from «several 
different quarters elivited the reply that 
wooden nails were used because they come 
down a stream where londatone rock pre- 
dominates, which they all gravely told us 
would cause iron nails to be drawn out and 
the bont so fastened to drop in pivevs.

Pho pleasure of our 8 days renidence 
in Chungking was much enhanced by the 
kindness and héspitality of Bishop Des- 
fiéches and Pére Virest. ‘The former is 
a very old resident, having remained at his 
post throughout the war, being then fortu- 
nately only known as a member of some 
fairskinned tribe, and hay extended 
assistance and ‘kindness to almost every 
foreign visitor to the place. We le: 
while coming away, that the tw 
priests we met on the road had 
in anew boat, their old one having been 
wrecked, and they having in consequence 
been compelled to pass one whole nizht on 
arock. Our weather had not been very 
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favorable, there being always two or 
three months of fog and light rains in 
the Autumn, That the climate was a 
ninch damper one than that of Hoopeh, 
was evidenced by the costing of moss on 
mud or stoite walls unsheltered from the 
river, We suffered no incivilities from the 
‘people, and were only inconvenienced by a 
rowd when, for the sake of a stroll 
h air, we visited a temple on the 
open hill at the back part of the eity. Ow 
arrival we found that theatricals were going 
on, but the idle crowd, as soon as they heard 
of our arrival, were so far uncomplimentary 
to the actors na to leave them in mass and 
crowd round us, We had some difficulty in 
making our way out, and giving up the idea 
of a walk that day, beat a retreat home. 

After taking leaveof our frienda we started 
in the same boat home, ‘The water was 
much lower and the curtent feeble in com- 
parison ; gliding down, however, 0 plea- 
santly and easily past all our difficult points, 
and go slowly mid solemnly on the deep 
waters of the:gorges, we could ‘not but 
think how easily light’ draft steamers could 
go upevon at this time of yenr—December. 

‘any of the rapids hi ded a good 
deal, the only really striking one to doin 
boats being that of Yeh. About twenty 
junks were waiting below it, the water 
above being cramped together by a reef 
from each shore, the broken waves of 
which converging to a point below threw 
the whole body of water into one eddying 

We swept down the incline quietly 
and swiftly, receiving rough treatment only 
in the disturbed whirling water below. 

At Ichany Lavailed of the delay caused 
by chunging crews to visit a temple ou a 
hill behind the city. ‘The crowd was very 
unruly, and their rough treatment of the 
chair ¢oolies compelled me to alight aud 
walk. This appenred to be the object 
aime at, and beyond a few little sto 
from boys and their cries of ‘kill 
foreign devil,” my walk of two miles was 
undisturbed except by being escorted the 
whole way into the country by a large 

ortion of the crowd. ‘They ho 
friendly at last, and formed then 
an escort of protection on arrival back 
again at the city. 

"From Shasz we took a trip to King- 
chow-foo, the road of four miles leading 
to it being a good broad one, pns- 
sing through country similar to that of 
Shanghai. “It forms part of the tremen- 
dous low diked plains extending from 
Hankow to Shasz south to Yochow and 
north probably to the plains of the Hi 
‘The City, with its nice well kept stone walls, 
built partly along the borders of a small 
Inko crossed by along bridge looked very 
pretty and repaid us for our journey.

‘THE REGISTRATION FEE 
To the Editor of the 
Noxrn-Cumwa Herat. 

Dear S12,—Your leader of Wednesday's 
issue will, no doubt, be read with interest, 
inasmuch’ as it refers to a subject which 
touches-the pockets of all loyal Britons 
—the Rogisiration squeeze. ‘There is no 
Aoubt but that the tax is a very obnoxious 
one in the Settlement, and everybody 
would gladly sce it abolished, or at least 
substituted by something more equitable 
in the matter of enforce- 
"That being so, the question. of its 
ity or illegality becomes of first class 
importance, because if it is believed to be 
illegal, it ought to be resisted by the me- 
thods which the law points out, and which 
have not yet all been exhausted ; but if le- 
gal, a different method altogether must be 
pursued ; and it is because in your remarks 
bn this point there seems to me to be a 
rious misconception that I thus address 

ol. 

WeThe part to which I refer is when you 
seem to class Royal Proclamations and 
Orders in Council in the same category. I 
think thero is this material difference be- 
tween the two, that the latter are made in 
pursance of powers conferred by a special 
Ket of Parliament, aud are good #0 long as 
these powers are’ not exoveded ; whereas 
thé other are issued of the Queen’s own 
motion, in virtue of her position as Queen, 
or as it is usually termed in virtue of her 
prerogative, and are good only #0 far as tho 
Constitution and laws of the kingdom pe 
mit, whi ico the memo: 
able stragyles with r 

tory aro familiar, have not permitted the 
leat disability to be imposed thereby on 
subjects in England. 

‘Orders in Council are, Leoncoive, simply 
instances of laws made not directly by the 
supreme legislature, but by some subor- 
dinate body under delegated powers, a 
form of legislature familiar to us all—the 
byo-laws of Railiray Companies for exam- 
ple. The Queen, as such, has nothing todo 
‘with them—the legislature might just as 
wrell have said the Lord Chancellor or any- 
body else. ‘They in fact simply say, in- 
stead of making this law ourselves we will 
Teave it to you-to do, and whatever you 
order shall have the same authority a8 if 
we had done it, So that if a judgo is 
called upon to enforce any so made order, 
all he has got to see is whether it comes 
within the powers conferred. Oi course if 
it does not it is void. 

Now to come to the O: ler in Council. 
—It is made, as every one will see who 
takes the trouble to read the beginning of 
it, in pursuance of two Acts—the first en- 
ables Her Majesty tomake lnws forthe good 
government of her subjects in China in the 
Sime way as she might in Hongkong, and 
on this the obvious questions are: Is a 
poll taxof $5a head forthe good government 



































































of Her Majesty’seubjects, and could Her Ma- 
jesty levy such a taxin Hongkong?

the territory had been acquired by cession 
or conquest, ‘This does not make us much 
wiser until we know what the Queen’ can 
do with territory gained by cession or con- 
quest ; but the books on Colonial law do 
not leave us in doubt, and it seems she can 
do pretty much as she pleases. This is no 
place to go into a dissertation abont the na- 
ture of colonies, but this much may be 
said, that generally speaking all colonies 
are divided into two classes—those acquir- 
ed by cession or conquest, and those formed 
hy settlers from England, ‘The latter 
carry with them the laws of England for 
the time being in force as their inalienable 
birthright, and the Queen, as such, has no 
power to interfere ; but the former having 
been gained by the Queen’s forces are en- 
tirely at the mercy of the Crown, which 
has the right to tax them and control them 
at will. ‘The power, however, of taxation 
and local legislation or ‘home rule” has 
been generally surrendered to # local legis- 
lative council, on payment of a fixed con- 
tribution to Irperial i 
kong, forinstance, pays,I believe, £20,000— 
and once surrendered ia irrevocable, 

It seems, therefore, that we stand to the 
Crown on ‘the footing of a conquered co- 
Tony. Had it not been for the positive 
enactment, it might fuirly have been argued 
that we are aualogous to, and should 
have the rights asa colony of settlers, 
Parliament, which of cours 
all cases, has made it, other.

‘The orders received from London this season especially, have teen for fine size silks ; yet strange to say, when such 
silk has been sent they have classed it as ‘coarse and mixed,” even some of the finest size silks shipped from Shanghai this 
season being so classed ! “It is inexplicable but no less a fact, that in the face of this demand for fine size silks, home buyers 
should have so readily taken Lingho, Hochow and Songling Tsatlees of a flateatcher nature and full and much mized size, in 
preference to Taatlees from other districts, which have ran ‘and finer in size, It ia astonishing that “Ku Keo,” 
« Bluo Elephant,” edium chops, which have so much in quality and siz, shoud be so rendily sleubl, 
when far superior silk in every description is neglected. It is difficult to arrive at the wants of the home buyers, but experience 
leads one to suppose they prefer inferior silk bearing a known chop to superior silk bearing none !
